1 SPOKE TO FOREIGN MINISTER TACK THIS AFTERNOON 

( JUNE 27) ABOUT THE PROPOSED SC MEETING IN GENEVA AND 
PANAMA' S POSITION IN RESPECT THERETO. I SAID THAT I 
REALIZED PANAMA MIGHT HAVE A PROBLEM OPPOSING SUCH A 
MEETING BUT THAT THE CURRENT PROPOSAL WAS FUNDAMENTALLY 
DIFFERENT FROM MEETING IN EITHER ADDIS ABABA OR PANAMA. 

HE AGREED THAT IT WAS DIFFERENT AND THAT IN THIS CASE 
THE UN WOULD HAVE TO FOOT THE BILL. HE AGREED THAT IT 
WOULD NOT BE CONVENIENT TO HAVE A MEETING IN GENEVA AND 
THAT HE WAS CONSIDERING HOW PANAMA MIGHT BE HELPFUL IN 
OPPOSING PROPOSAL. SPECIFICALLY HE SAID HE WAS 
CONSIDERING INSTRUCTING AMB. BOYD TO MEET WITH THE NON- 
PERMANENT MEMBERS IN AN EFFORT TO HELP PERSUADE THEM 
THAT SUCH A MEETING WAS NOT CONVENIENT EITHER ON 
BUDGETARY OR SUBSTANTIVE GROUNDS. HE APPARENTLY HAS 
IN MIND THAT IF SUFFICIENT MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL ARE 
OPPOSED OR ABSTAIN THE PROPOSAL WILL DIE FOR LACK OF 
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
